The Committcc was also 
asked to consider generally the mcthods adopted for estimat 
ing the produce of tobacco growers for purposes of account 
ing and assessincnt and to recommend measures for 
remcdying the defects , if any, in the existing methods and in 
addition to this , to examine and report on other matters 
germane to this investigation .
